Ports of special investigators in all 
parts of the earth, expressed com- 
plete confidence concerning the re- 
molding of the delicate economic ma- 
chine so badly wrecked by the world 
war. 


GREATER STRENGTH. 


"An 
economic 
forecast 
cannot 


amount to moro than a review of 
tendencies and a hazard in the fu- 
ture," Mr. Hoover said. "The world 
begins the year with greater economic 
strength than a jear ago; production 
and trade are upon a larger and more 
substantial basis, with the single ex- 
ception of the soie spot in central 
Europe. 


"The healing force of business and 


commerce has gained substantial as- 
cendency over destructive political and 
social forces 
There is ample reason 


why there should be continued pro- 
gress during the next 13 months." 


REDUCE DEBT. 


Washington, JanTT—An appeal for 


further economy m government ex- 
penditures and for 
greater saving 


among the people, was made In a 
New Tear's statement Sunday night 
by Secretary Mellon. 


The statement announced, as a sum-

Central System Reviews Its 


Record of Service in 1922 


As we enter upon the new year, it is fitting that we review, briefly, the events 


of the past year and pledge our most earnest efforts to the task of meeting the prob- 
lems ahead. 
' 


The past year began with a business depression and ended in a period of busi- 


ness activity that carried the tide of traffic on the Illinois Central System higher than 
ever before. The freight traffic Bandied in 1922 (December estimated) was 16,676, 
800,000 ton miles, an increase over 1921 of more than 21 per cent. The great increase 
in business came in the last six months of the year. In the first six months of the year, 
up to July 1, the Illinois Central System handled an average of 1,169,065,500 ton miles 
of freight per month. In July it handled 1,311,564,000 ton miles; in August 1,649,538,- 
000 ton miles; in September 1,690,066,00 ton miles; in October 1,759,576,000 ton miles, 
and in November 1,703,662,000 ton miles, 
The October business was the greatest in 


any month in the history of the system. 


The handling of this mounting tide of business was made possible by the loyal 


team-work of the employes of the Illinois Central System and the splendid co-opera- 
tion received from our patrons. 


Despite the difficult conditions of the year—the unsettled state of business and 


the unrest generally existent—the Illinois Central System, looking to the future needs 
of its patrons, contracted for new equipment costing approximately ;$18,000,000. For 
other improvements, including reduction of grades and construction of new main line 
and yard tracks, it incurred an'additional expense of $7,500,000, making a total outlay 
of $25,500,000 for new facilities and enlargements. 


During the year the patrons of the Illinois Central System have had neither 


all the transportation service they deserve nor all the service we wanted them to have. 
The shortage of railway facilities has been of national scope. The losses of the year 
suffered by shippers as a result of the inadequacy of transportation will not be alto- 
gether in vain if they serve to teach the American public the absolute necessity of 
having an efficient, well-equipped transportation machine, and if they demonstrate that 
the public cannot have such a machine unless the railroads are regulated construc- 
tively. 


Some of the prominent antagonists of the railroads are expected to make efforts 


during this year that will, if successful, place further restrictions upon the railroads, 
making it still more difficult for them to take the steps necessary to forestall further 
transportation shortages. Farmers, business men, wage earners, and aU other classes 
of our population should be active in opposing these efforts, because their jnterests_in 
the stake of adequate railway transportation are just as great as, and in some in- 
stances greater than, those of railway men themselves. 


The New Year season is an occasion for pledging ourselves to the tasks before us. 


We of the Illinois Central System face the new year hopefully. 
We will leave no 


stone unturned in our efforts to merit a continuance of the support and co-operation 
which our patrons have so generously accorded us in 1922. 


Constructive criticism and suggestions are invited.

As an example of how much a pre- 


serve may be bought, Du Page countv 
formed a district, purchased all of Its 
land, and in the course of the first 
el,§rht years the entire cost of the pre- 
serve, including initial cost, was $57,- 
771.11. The tax assessment netted 
$25,000 per year and no bonds were 
issued. The land was bought with an 
initial first payment and a long-time 
mortgage to secure the remaining 
payments. The preserve district now 
owns the land outright. 


SELF SUSTAINING. 


Although primarily a playground 


for the community, a forest preserve 
might be made partially self-sup- 
porting by charging small fees for 
certain privileges. This system is In 
force In the Cook county preserve and 
fees from the use of the golf links, 
boating and camping privileges and 
other small Items have been a source 
of steady income. All of the fees are 
rominal and the public has patd^hem 
cheerfully. In the Palisades park pre- 
serve In New Jersey the income from 
golf alone averages $12,000 per year. 


POPULAR OTHER PLACES. 


The success of the forest preserves 


in the other localities In Illinois has 
been unquestionable. "Not only are 
the people of ths county much In 
favor of it, but they are asking con- 
stantly for the acquisition of addi- 
tional lands throughout the county 
for use as such preserves," said Fred 
Fix, chairman of the board of super- 
visors of Du Page county, at one time 
when visited by a Review represen- 
tative. "We have never heard a com- 
plaint on the small tax which Is ap- 
plied to raise the money which we 
use, and you may depend upon It that 
the supervisors hear them when there 
are any tax complaints."

BENEFIT TO COUNTY. 


To list the benefits of such' a plan 


it should be taken into consideration 
as to whether 
th« entire county 


would be benefited or Just tne peo- 
ple of Decatur. In the first place, the 
large population of Decatur would 
cause the city Itself to bear at least 
half of the tax burden. 


Secondly, the county as a whole 


would be privileged to take advan- 
tage of the preserve at will. Thou- 
sands of country people come to Fair- 
view and other parks in Decatur each 
year for meeting's, picnics and recrea- 
tion. The capacity of the park sys- 
tem is often taxed to the utmost and 
not alone by city people. Then, too, 
according to present conditions, the 
privately-owned land along the lake 
basin makes picnickers and campers 
liable to trespass proceedings If the 
owner sees fit to press charges. The 
Bummer visitations of campers and 
picnic parties make1! available land 
at a premium. A preserve will g-lve 
space to all freely. 


SHOULD PRESERVE TREES. 


That forests ha.ve a direct and Im- 


portant bearing upon rainfall'is with- 
out question. The clearing of the tim- 
ber in the lake basin has laid bare 
great expanses of land. The natural 
course of advancing civilization tends

During the last few months of the

The hlrd life In any com- 
munity is a valuable asset from that 
one reason, and the forests are the 
natural shelters for birds. They do 
not nest on the ground. Take away 
their sanctuary and they, too, will, 
go. 


SAVING TUBES. 


Authoritative estimates show that 


nine-tenths of the Branding timber In 
the country was cut ten years ago. 
There Is no more open timber and 
there are no more groves 
being 


planted, as was a common practice 
years ago. So rapid has been the de- 
forestratlon of the country that fed- 
eral 
and state governments 
have 


taken up tho matter as a vital Issue. 
The county, it is pointed out, should 
do its bit along with the higher gov- 
ernment bodies. 


The case with which a forest pre- 


serve

financed in Macon county, its success 
where tried, and the benefits accru- 
ing from such a project make of the 
proposition an Issue which, it Is be- 
lieved, should appeal to the minds of 
every resident in the county.

No Booms or Frenzied Price Movement Forecasted, 


Just Steady Progress.

1.—The year of 


'922 witnessed the 
unscrambling of 


virtually every great industry in the 
United States. 
Business, which for a 


time icsted on the scaffolding 
and 


•nlse work of abnormal and subnor- 
mal conditions, again is on a sound, 
solid and permanent foundation. 


-Vo boom is in prospect. There are 


no indications of frenzied price move- 
ments. Competition will oc keen and 
profit margalns will not be great. 
But there is every Indication from 
present conditions that business ac- 
tivity will continue to l-.crease and 
thn level of industrial and commer- 
cial prosperity will continue to rise 
at least for tht next six months. 


NEW STANDARDS'. 


New standards of comparison have 


heen adopted. Merchants, manufac- 
turers, farmers and business men 
in every line have realized at last 
that neither the pre-war flays Of 19Hi 
the flurried production of the war 
period, the hectic activity and tre- 
mendous profits of the years imme- 
diately after the armistice nor the 
dark outlook of the years of de- 
pression and deflation extending to 
the beginning of this year, repre- 
sent any longer the normal level 
of business. 


AT XEW NORMAL HARK. 


This country, right now, is ex- 


periencing a greater prosperity than 
its citizens generally 
realize. 
The 


pendulum of business is hovering at 
or near that new normal mark which 
this year's progress has established. 
That pendulum is never still. Care- 
ful examination df conditions In ev- 
ery section of the country indicates 
that the upward swing of prices and 
production has not heen completed. 


Its momentum bids fair to carry it 


on for another six. months at least 
and perhaps longer. Any swing back 
probably will be at the same steady 
pace as the advance and will be con- 
fined within the same well regulated 
limits. 


FACTORS IN IMPROVEMENT. 


Tnree great factors have marked 


thi; difference between tne depression 
of 1921 and the prosperity of 191:. 
They are volume of production and 
sales, increase in the Duylng power 
of 
the 
nation 
and 
management. 


'When the year opened scarcely an 
Industry in the country was operat- 
ing on a normal capacity basis. Many 
i.'ants were closed entirely. 
Many 


concerns had written off or absorbed 
it.sh priced inventories but others 
still had goods which they could not 
move, clogging their advance. 


Demand, however, began to 
im- 


prove materially in the second quar- 
ter of tho year. 
Merchants either 


wrote off their losses or averaged 
out their high priced inventories with 
the movement of goods obtained at 
cheaper prices. Buying was conser- 
vative but it was steady and demand 
increased proportionately. 


• INDUSTRIES NEAR. CAPAC1TT. 


As a eonsequencc, at the end of 


'he year, the great basic Industrie-! 
of the country are operating close 
to capacity and the greater numbc:1 
have orders on their books which 
will keep them busy at an undlmln- 
ished rate for months to come. 


Ths stee! industry, one of the sur- 


est indicators of industrial activity, 
just as wheat is the agricultural 
index, has advanced production from 
the extreme'y ]0w point at the open- 
ing of the year to well above SO per 
cent of capacity for the whole In- 
dustry. 
Individual units have 
at- 


tained even higher rates of output 
and for some months have been turn- 
ing out products at or asove 100 per 
cent of normal. 


USTETMPLOYMENT DISAPPEARS. 


Unemployment was a pressing prob- 


lem when 1922 opened. States, mu- 
nicipalities and social and charitable 
organizations were asked to cooper- 
ate with the federal government in 
meeting it. 
Today, unemployment 


practically has disappeared. 
There 


i« a Job for every man who wants 
one and a score of employers to beg 
him to take it. 
So great has been 


the demand for labor, both skilled 
and unskilled, that industries are 
still raiding each other for men. and 


scores of enterprises are hampered 
in their progress by inability to ob- 
tain the workers they neea. 


Wage advances were an Inevitable 


consequence of these conditions. The 
United States Steel Company set the 
pace for the industrial world by an 
advance averaging ten per cent. This 
example was followed in hundreds ot 
other industries. 
In the 
building 


trades, skilled artisans have been 
able almost to name their own terms. 
Payrolls jumped forward In steps of 
millions monthly and buying power 
was thus increased far beyond any 
expectations that existed at the open- 
ing of the year. 


BUYING POWER INCREASED. 


This increase in the volume of mon- 


ey available for individual purchases 
was not confined to wage earners. 
Incomes of investment holders were 
increased not only by the general bet- 
terment in business conditions, but 
also by the return to a dividend basis 
of companies which had reduced or 
suspended dividend distributions, and 
by increased 
payments 
by 
others 


which had been swept forward on 
the crest of the business tide, 


Tliei farmers, also, have attained a 


far higher standard of buying pow- 
er th.in was expected when the year 
opened. 
Prices of agricultural pro- 


ducts did not l.eep pace with 
ad- 


vances in other lines, and the situa- 
tion of the farmer was further weak- 
ened by lz.ck of transportation facil- 
ities at a time when they were, need- 
ed most. 


FARMER PATS DEBTS. 


But the farmer, in nearly every in- 


stance, got himself out of debt. 
He 


made his crops cheaper than he had 
for years and was left with a sur- 
plus which he was able to devote to 
purchases, long delayed, of both ne- 
cessities and luxuries. 
In addition, 


his credit situation has immeasur- 
ably improved and there still remain 
unsold over two billion dollars worth 
of faim products. 


The proceeds from these products 


eventually will find their way across 
the counter. In the south, the rapid 


[ ana continued advance in the price ot 
cotton has put the growers in a more 
Uatisf.ictory position than they have 


j occupied for years.

Tha coal strike, while it delayed 


operations and lessened 
production 


throughout the Industrial -world, had 
an effect

Reserve stocks were depleted

jumped rapidly back to, or above, nor- 
mal when settlement was concluded. 
Danger of shortage for domestic uses 
has not entirely passed although this 
is due more to lack of transportation 
than shortage of production. 
SHORTAGE OP KAIL. EQUIPMENT. 


The rail strike was rar more se- 


vere in its effects. 
Hardly an in- 


dustry or business btit suffered In 
som» way or another from the short- 
age Ot freight cars and poorness of 
motive power equipment. 
This lack 


of equipment was not due entirely 
to the strike. There are lower cars 


, In bad repair today than ror a long 
! period, but the strike served to em- 
iphasize the fact that equipment was 


j totally inadequate to meet the heavy 
requirements of normal business and 
crop movement. 


Conditions have improved but still 


are far from satisfactory. 
But rail- 


roads have entered upon the greatest 
equipment buying campaigns In their 
history. Orders for thousands of cars 
are being placed each week and the 
carriers give evidence th.it they do 
not again intend to be in a position 
where they must turn away revenue 
freight. 


Water and truck transportation re- 


ceived an impetus as a result of the 
strike which will be felt by the rail 
carriers for years.

TEXTILES RECOVERING.

The textile strike in New England 


v. as the longest drawn out in the his- 


, tory of the textile industry in Amer- 
ica, Beginning in February, the last 
rumbles of its discord have Just died 
away. 
Both sides lost millions, but 


while thousands of spindles were idle 
stocks of cotton goods diminished to 
a point where the inevitable Increase 
in prices was the more readily ac- 
cepted by the consuming public. 


A marked innovation following ne- 


gotiations during and after the rait 
strike was the determination of many 
roads to deal each with its own men 
through the formation of so called 
"company unions" and the announce- 
ment by certain of the national rail- 
road unions that hereafter they would 
negotiate with each road individu- 
ally. 


The tariff undoubtedly was a po- 


tent factor in many industries. The 
most general reaction, however, was 
a feeling of relief that the schedules 
finally were settled and that busi- 
ness men could make their plans ac- 
cordingly.

' for materials advanced decidedly dur- 
ing the year. Wages jumped to un-

j plasterers, bricklayers and plumbers, 
! what with extra work ana overtime, 


1 to earn over $100 a. weeK. Common 
1 labor in the building traclrs was paid 


I at a rate unequaled except in the( 
| most active days of the war. 


SHORTAGE STILL ACUTE. 


The activity of the operations sur- 


vived failure of supplies, delays In 
delivery of materials ana wage dis- 
putes and even the approach of win- 
ter served to slow the pace only a 
trifle. 
Undoubtedly this was 
be- 


cause the housing shortage still is 
so acute that nothing could halt the 
movement, 


It was due to the wise policy o£ 


the producers-of building materials, 
however, that progress was so stead- 
ily maintained. Lumber manufactur- 
ers, cement makers and brick pro- 


, ducers 
guarded 
carefully 
against 


runaway markets and as R result 
prices, while they advanced, did so 
gradually and without causing panic 
or uneasiness. 


DESIRE FOU HOJIBS. 


Much of the building Inaugurated 


was for business purposes but the 
mainstay of the movement was the 
desire of American citizens for homes.

HAS MANT AMERICANS.

tonight many Americans who hav» 
coins here to welcome in the new 
year. A new hotel here has adver- 
tised 
liberally 
inviting 
residents 


from below the border to spend tho 
anniversary here and tho result has 
heen in influx of visitors who intend- 
to forget that "back home" prohibi- 
tion holds sway. 


An estimate of the startling in- 


crease of emigration from the Domin- 
ion of Canada is practically Indicated 
by the statement recently issued by 
the department of immigration that

SPONSOR NEW PLAN.

This 
Ip a complete reversal of the po'.icy 
in force from Nov. 30, 1020 to May- 
last, during which period Immigrant!!

requisitions made before they could 
find it possible to gain admission at 
all. 


FIGURES SHOW DECREASE. 


During the last ten yTars, Can- 


ada has lost more by emigration to 
tho United States than she has gamed 
by immigration from all other coun- 
tries. Thus between 1311 and 1921 
Canada's population increased by t,- 
500,000 to S.700,000 but during that 
time there was a natural Increas* 
of 1,836,000 and immigration totaling 
1,973,000. 


After making full allowance for 


war losses, it is evident that th« 
country did not even maintain th» 
increase due to natural accretion.
